RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 25th November, 1962 

No. CMW/1793. —In view of the national emergency which has arisen as a 
result of the Chinese aggression on the borders of the country, it has become 
necessary to mobilise the entire resources of the country. The Government of 
India have, therefore, decided to set up a National Defence Council. The Council 
will advise the Central Government on matters relating to the defence of the 
country,

3. The functions of the Council will be:— 

(i) To take stock of the situation and arrangements for national defence, 

from time to time, and to advise Government on matters relating to- 
national defence. 

(ii) To assist in building up and suitably guiding the national will to fight 

the aggressor. 

(lii) To suggest to the Central Citizens’ Committee such measures as may be 
considered necessary, for the utilisation of public participation in 
national defence. 

(iv) To advise Government generally on such other matters as may be 
helpful in prosecuting the fight against the aggressor. 

4. All Chief Ministers, other than those named above, will also attend the 
meetings of the Council if they are in Delhi whenever the Council meets. 

5. This supersedes Resolution No. 19-E, dated 6th November, 1962, issued by 
the Ministry of Defence.
